The vehicular access 
arrangements to the development at 
Greenwich Reach that includes the 
Waitrose store were agreed as part of 
the planning consent. Certain turns into 
and out of the development are banned 
so as to discourage drivers from passing 
through Greenwich Town Centre which 
already suffers from too much through 
traffic. With a little extra journey planning 
those visitors to the development that 
need to use their cars can do so without 
too much inconvenience."

Cllr John Fahy and 
representatives from the 
Woolwich Royal Artillery 
Barracks also attended, 
and members of Sergeant 
Kenny’s family, including 
his great nephew Stephen 
Kenny, were among the 
guests. 

Stephen Kenny told GT: 

“My family has always 
been proud of his story, 
although it is something 
we have always known 
about, it wasn’t something 
that generation spoke 
about much. The experience 
of digging deeper into our 
family history has been great 
and brought us together as a family. 
This remembrance is special, it provides 
the community with some pride, and he 
would have liked that because he was a 
community person and this is a reminder 
of the bravery of a generation gone by.” 

As well as the memorial stones for 
VC heroes, the royal borough is also 
honouring the war dead by working 
to renovate and conserve local war 
memorials. 

Greenwich Mayor, Cllr Norman Adams 
said: “We are rightly proud of our historic 
links with the armed services. For 
many people war memorials provide an 
opportunity for quiet reflection but they 
also act as a landmark of civic pride. That 
is why we are committed to ensuring 


all our war memorials are 
renovated and conserved as 
a lasting tribute.” 

Deborah Wiles whose 
grandfather was Henry’s 
brother, said: “It was 
a very dignified and 
wonderful ceremony 
and he has been 
treated as the hero 
that he was in in an 
era when some heroes 
are forgotten. I hope 
the stone is a reminder 
of the sacrifices made 
by his generation so that 
we can live freely in this 
country today.” 

Martin Wiles attended with 
his wife Annette Wiles and sister 
Deborah. He told GT: “Our family 
has a rich military history, much like 
Woolwich, my father served during the 
Second World War too. It was a proud 
moment for us as a family and we hope he 
will never be forgotten.” 

Born in 1988, Henry Edward Kenny 
served as Private in the 1st Battalion, 
Loyal North Lancashire Regiment in 1915 
and had been promoted to Sergeant by 
the end of the First World War. During 
the Battle of Loos, Henry went out six 
times to rescue injured men, each time 
under heavy fire, and was wounded in the 
process. He died peacefully on May 6 1979 
in Surrey. His Victory Cross medal is now 
in the Imperial War Museum.

TRAFALGAR Road from Greenwich 
Park towards the Blackwall Tunnel 
is set to ‘go green’ thanks to a project 
being developed by East Greenwich 
Residents’ Association and the 
council. 

Called “Greening Trafalgar Road” 
the project is seeking to create a better 
environment along Trafalgar Road 
with some ideas such as installation of 
planters alongside the roadside barriers 
and a possible covered area for seating in 
an under-used alleyway. The project also 
wants to encourage community groups 
to make more use of street trading 
licences so they can have stalls on the 
streets. 


The council has secured £18,000 from 
the London Mayor’s ‘Spacehive’ fund for 
community-led High Street projects. The 
East Greenwich Residents Association 
has already raised £6,250 to meet the 
project’s target, helped by ‘crowdfunding’. 

Shade Abdul, the association’s planning 
spokesperson, said: “We have developed 
our project working with a company that 
is focused on solving air quality issues in 
cities with greening solutions. Improving 
our local high street and making it more 
inviting, will also help to improve our 
local economy. 

“We are thankful for the council’s 
support, and we are looking forward 
to working with them to agree which 
projects to pursue together to turn our 


dream of a better and greener Trafalgar 
Road into a reality.” 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, the council’s 
cabinet member for regeneration and 
transport, said: “The council were 
approached by the East Greenwich 
Residents Association for assistance in 
submitting the bid and I am delighted 
we have been successful. Now we have 
the funding committed I am looking 
forward to working with the residents’ 
association to develop and implement 
the ideas. I am keen that this initiative 
ties in with existing council initiatives 
such as the HILL project where work on 
highway improvements is done by local 
unemployed young people as part of a 
training package.”

THE royal borough is doing 
everything possible to help residents 
get on their bikes this autumn with 
maintenance classes, guided rides 
and advice to help them make the 
most of cycling. 

The council runs maintenance 
classes and guided bike rides regularly 
throughout the year to help encourage 
new and returning cyclists. Thirty 
guided bike rides have been held in the 
royal borough this year, taking place 
in Greenwich, Charlton, Thamesmead, 
Woolwich and Eltham. The rides usually 
involve around six or seven people but 
can accommodate up to 15 people. 

The royal borough also works with the 
Met to reduce cycle theft through bike 
marking which helps in the identification 
of stolen bikes and assist owner recovery. 
Throughout the year the Police offer a 
free BikeRegister cycle marking service 
- which involves marking bikes with 
a unique reference number and semi- 
tamperproof sticker. 

Earlier this month the council hosted 
the first Cycling Forum where residents 
could give feedback on current plans to 
improve facilities for cyclists. 

The council also wants to hear from 
local people who have suggestions about 
how cycling can be improved in Royal 


Greenwich. Requests for cycle parking, 
repair and installation of cycle signage, 
suggestions involving cycle paths and 
any other ideas are all welcome. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe the cabinet member 
for regeneration and transport, said: 


“Cycling is good fun, great for fitness and 
helps the environment. It has never been 
a better time to get involved - whether 
you are discovering the joys of cycling for 
the first time or getting back on your bike 
after a time off it.”

SAVE big and switch, says the Royal 
Borough of Greenwich which is 
hacking a London-wide scheme to 
help residents get a better deal on 
their gas and electricity bills. 

The Big London Energy Switch is a 
collective switching scheme, backed 
by 17 London boroughs. It encourages 
residents to sign up to a collective giving 
them greater bargaining power with 
energy companies who are more likely 
to offer their lowest prices for energy. 

Residents still have time to sign up 
to the switch, with the next round of 
registration set to close on October 12. 
Once registration is closed all the energy 
companies are invited to offer their best 
prices to everyone who registered. 

Residents will receive details of exactly 
how much money they could potentially 
save with an option to accept or decline 
the switch. 

The ‘Big London Energy Switch’ has 
been championed by Royal Greenwich, 
which has seen one of the largest number 


of sign ups of all London boroughs, with 
over 4400 residents having already 
registered. 

Latest figures for Greenwich show 
householders made an average annual 
saving of £254. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, the royal borough’s 
cabinet member for regeneration and 
transport, said: “We’ve always backed 
the Big London Energy Switch as it’s 
such a great way to help our residents 
save money on their household bills. 
Encouraging sign ups is an important 
part of our anti-poverty work - 
household bills and fuel prices in 
particular are placing real pressures on 
most households so we will do whatever 
we can to help people save money. 

“We’re also reminding residents they 
can also make changes to their home and 
their lifestyles to save energy and lower 
bills - call the royal borough’s energy 
helpline if you want some advice.”

Don't miss out on 
gas safety check 



WINTER is around the corner and residents 
are being urged to keep safe as well as warm 
by making sure their gas boilers are safe and 
reliable. 

The warning comes from the royal borough 
on the back of National Gas Safety Week, a 
national campaign which ran from September 
14-20 to raise awareness of gas safety issues. 


The council's gas safety team has worked 
tirelessly visiting a total of 22,000 properties 
in order to ensure residents have safe and 
reliable gas boilers in their homes. 

Over 70% of residents had equipment 
serviced during the last six months, although 
due to the high demand of the service and 
some tenants not being present at home 
when the service called, some missed out. The 
council is appealing for any council tenants 
who missed out to contact the gas delivery 
team in order to schedule or re-book a free 
gas boiler service. Residents can also inquire 
about having a free CO detector installed in 
their home too. 

The campaign was the fifth annual Gas 
Safety Weekand helped raise awareness of the 
dangers of poorly maintained gas appliances, 
which cause gas leaks, fires, explosions and 
carbon monoxide (CO) poisoning. In the last 
year, at least 68,000 homes in the UK escaped 
deadly gas incidents by engineers switching 
off dangerous appliances. Nearly one in two 
of these incidents were caused because a gas 
appliance had not been regularly serviced 
and had been left in a poor state. 

By law, only Gas Safe registered engineers 
can work on gas appliances. Twenty deaths and 
1,000 gas-related injuries have been caused in 
the last three years and an estimated quarter of 
a million illegal gas jobs carried out every year.

Over the last 17 years it has made £25 
million of loans, enabling its members 
to go on holiday, improve their homes, 
get married, buy school uniforms, pay 
off outstanding debts, and many other 
things. 

In addition to opening the new branch 
in Eltham in May, the credit union also 
celebrated its 10,000th member earlier 
this year. 

Clive Efford MP told GT: "I am 
delighted that the Greenwich & Bexley 
Credit Union has opened a new branch 
in the Eltham Centre. I have joined as 


a member and encourage others to visit 
the branch and do the same as it will 
help it to expand in Eltham. More people 
need to know how credit unions work so 
they can save safely, borrow responsibly 
and avoid being exploited by payday 
loan companies." 

Credit Union manager Kay Campbell 
said: “The success of our new branch 
office in the Eltham Centre has been 
overwhelming with hundreds of visits 
in just a few months. It has gained us 
very many new happy customers who 
are taking control of their money and 
recommending us to friends and family.”

CHARLTON Athletic Community 
Trust will continue to run youth 
services for the royal borough’s 
young citizens for a further three 
years. 

The Trust has been running services 
and activities for young people on behalf 
of the borough since 2012 and a decision 
to continue the partnership until 2019 
was agreed earlier this month.

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S TOPTOBER, the biggest stop smoking 
challenge of its kind, is returning 
next month and residents who smoke 
are being encouraged to consider signing 
up for it now. The 28 -day stop smoking 
challenge (starting October 1) is delivered 
by Public Health England and backed by 
the council, and helps smokers to quit for 
good. 

Stoptober has enjoyed great success in the 
royal borough since it started in 2012. Over the 
past two years, it has engaged with thousands 
of people, and over 170 people have successfully 
quit smoking just from this campaign. 
Nationally, over 250,000 smokers across England 
and Wales were estimated to have stubbed out 
their cigarettes during last year’s Stoptober. 

Cllr Denise Scott-McDonald, the royal 
borough’s cabinet member for community 
wellbeing and public health said: “Smoking 
is responsible for one in every five deaths in 
adults aged over 35 in England, and half of all 
long-term smokers will die prematurely due to 
a smoking-related disease. Giving up smoking 
increases your chances of living a longer and 
healthier life, even if you’ve smoked for 40 years. 

“As anyone who’s given up can tell you, the 
benefits to your feelings of wellbeing - as well 
as to your wallet - begin early and can last for 
the rest of your life. Of course giving up is a 
real challenge, but the aim of the Stoptober 
campaign is to remind people that you are not 
alone and there is support available.” 

Smoking increases the risk of stroke, 
heart disease and lung cancer. It also affects 
circulation and fertility, as well as speeding 
up the ageing process of your skin. Stopping 
smoking can make a drastic improvement to 
your lifestyle and health with both immediate 
and long-term benefits. Those who quit for 
more than 28 days will notice health, physical 
and financial benefits and an improved sense of 
taste and smell, as well as reducing their risk of 
heart and lung disease. 

Dr Ellen Wright, local GP and chair of NHS 
Greenwich Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG) told GT: “If you can stop smoking 
for 28 days, you are five times more likely to 
stay smoke free. If you smoke, giving up is 
probably the biggest single step you can take to 
improve your health and I’d encourage anyone 
who wants to give up smoking to sign up for 
Stoptober.”

The law is changing 


This year's campaign coincides with a number of changes in 
the law, introduced by the government. From October 1 2015 
it will be illegal: 

• for retailers to sell electronic cigarettes (e-cigarettes) or 
e-liquids to someone under 18 

• for adults to buy (or try to buy) tobacco products or 
e-cigarettes for someone under 18 

• to smoke in private vehicles that are carrying someone 
under 18. 

Secondhand smoke is dangerous for anyone, but children 
are especially vulnerable, because they breathe more rapidly 
and have less developed airways, lungs and immune systems.

Hopefully I will return next 
season as a bigger and better athlete after 
learning so much from these events,” she 
told GT.
